The plan is to be worked out 
during the next year and. submit- 
ted to the 1940 convention for ap- 
proval. The delegates to that con- 
vention will be chosen on the 
usual basis of two for each sen- 
ator and representative in con- 
gress, plus 32 delegates from the 
District of Columbia and the five 
territorial possessions. 
Between now and next year's 
convention, however, Democratic 
Chairman James A, Farley will 
appoint a committee to work out 
a method of improving the ap- 
portionment of .convention dele- 
gates. The committee will be In- 
structed to take Into account thn 
democratic strength within

state. 
The new plan was not mention- 


ed In the resolution of the 1936

or "summer complaint," affecting 
young and old, Is a serious type of 
stoach and bowel condition. So 
called "ptomaine poisoning," in 
nearly all cases, Is none other 
than a food Infection duo to the 
presence In food of harmful bac- 
teria or germs. 


"Perishable food, 
If contami- 
nated, endangers 
human health. 


This hazard la greater In warm 
weather, because germs or their 
products multiply or develop more 
rapidly at high temperature. Some 
of the most valuable foods are 
of perishable nature. Such foods 
demand the exercise of safeguards. 
Among well known 
precautions, 
which need to bo used If perish- 
able foods arc to bo kept whole- 
some, are the following: 


1. Some form of modern refrig- 
eration or cooling is necessary to 
preserve food from day to day. 
Lack of an effective cooling pro- 
cess causes meat to spoil 
and 


milk to contain a dangerous largo 
number of bacteria. 


2. Resort to thorough cooking 
or boiling Is the simplest and yet 
most useful method of preventing 
Illness of food-borne 
character. 


This precaution applies especially 
to food prepared for Infants and 
children. 


3. Contamination of perishable 


food Is avoided through the con- 
stant exercise of cleanliness on 
the part of those who handle food.

Middle-aged 
people in 


many parts of this country 
can remember the 
time 


when a bird—almost any 
bird—was 
merely 
some- 


thing to go out and shoot. 
This was true especially 
around industrial cities with 
large foreign-born popula- 
tions. Songbirds, no matter 
how beautiful or how small 
were 
likely to meet the 


same fate as crows, black- 
birds or sparrows. Natural- 
ly, too, such irresponsible 
hunters were death to all 
rabbits, squirrels and other 
small animals, edible or in- 
edible. 


Fortunately we don't see 


much of that sort of thing 
any more. Schools and the 
S.P.C.A. and the Scouts and 
a growing kindliness, per- 
haps, have greatly changed 
the 
public 
attitude. 
We 


have come to like wild life, 
and unoffending life in gen- 
eral, much better alive than 
dead. We even begin to 
feel that the animals have 
a right to their lives, as we 
have to ours. 


So we have such incid- 


ents as this, which aroused 
the sympathetic interest of 
a whole neighborhood in 
one of our biggest cities the 
other day. A redbird, gath- 
ering material for its nest, 
picked up a piece of string 
and then got its foot caught 
in the string and the string 
caught on a twig high up 
in an elm tree. There it 
hung 'helpless. 


What to do? A lady call- 


ed the fire department. A 
fireman ran up a big lad- 
der, crawled 'way out on a 
narrow limb at the risk of 
his neck, and cut the string 
with a tree-trimmer fifteen 
feet long. And. was the red- 
bird family grateful! 


Imagine that 
occurring 


a generation ago. Such a 
spirit of kindly tolerance

ford to buy. Persons on re- 
lief are given stamps ex- 
changeable -at stores 
for 


food. 
For every two dol- 


lars worth of regular food 
purchased 
with 
orange 


stamps, a dollar's worth of 
blue stamps may 
be 
ex- 


changed for foods in the 
surplus commodities class. 
At present these are chief- 
ly eggs, butter, fresh and 
dried fruits. 


The customers who made 


the first exchanges express- 
ed themselves as pleased 
with 
their 
transactions. 


They were people who' did 
not like the idea of being on 
relief, and were hoping to 
get jobs. 
Meanwhile, the 


stamp idea seemed a little 
less pauperizing to 
them 


than having a basket hand- 
ed out. 


Whether it will work on 


a large scale remains to be 
seen. Any plan which per- 
mits better distribution of 
nourishing foodstuffs ought 
to be tried. It's out of rea- 
Bort for the nation to throw 
away food which ill-nour- 
ished children need.

90 Minutes At A Stretch Is Limit 


For Divers Raising The Squalus 


By JACK THOMPSON 
AP Feature Service Writer 


WASHINGTON — Raising 
a 


crippled submarine from the ocean 
floor Is fairly simple—on paper. 


But when, like the Squalus, the 


craft Is under 240 feet 
of 
icy 


water, the job may run Into weeks, 
even months. 


Divers, defying death, can work 


only an hour and a, half 
at 
a 
stretch at that depth. It probably 
would take 20 of them, laboring 
in relays, to get the Squalus ready 
for raising. 


Refloat Itself 


If the submarine's "skin" has 
not been damaged too severely and 
it can be sealed airtight, the 
craft can be made to raise Itself. 
Divers simply attach hoses from 
surface ships to the sunken vesel 
and the surface ships pump air 
Into it. The air forces out the 
water and when the craft has thus 
been lightened sufficiently It will 
float up. 
But sometimes the crippled craft 


Is damaged so it can't be sealed. 
Then it must be floated with the 
aid of pontoons. That takes time— 
and lots more labor. 


The S-4, which sank after a col- 
lision In December, 1927, had to 
be raised by pontoons. The job 
was not finished until the follow- 
ing March. 
It took even longer to raise the 


S-52, which went down In Septem- 
ber, 
1925, because severe winter 
weather forced the salvage crew 
to knock off for several weeks. 
Tunnels Are Necessary 


When divers go down to a wreck- 


ed submarine their first job is to 
inspect it inside and out. They 
carry up bodies they come upon— 
in the S-4 they found 32 in the en- 
gine and motor rooms alone. Then 
they set equipment to pump out 
flooded compartments. 


Meanwhile, if it's a pontoon job, 


the surface crew is making the 
pontoons ready to be lowered, and 
fastened to chains laid under the 
submarine, to make a cradle to 
bring the craft to the surface. 


Divers tunnel under 
the 
sub 
with high-pressure water or air 
tools. But if they run Into rock 
they have to drill or blast. 
They thread the tunnels first 


with a small line, attached to a 
heavier line which, in turn, Is at- 
tached to the chain. The other end

of the chain Is fastened to a line 
held up above on the salvage ves- 
sel. 


Flooded And Sunk 
That end is attached to the pon- 


toons, hollow iron cylinders, six 
and one-half to seven feet in diam- 
eter and about 20 feet in length. 
They'll hold 60 tons of water each 
and, 
when the water Is expelled, 


have a buoyancy of 60 tons. 
It takes probably four to eight 


of them to raise a submarine like 
the Squalus. 


A line from a chain Is 
passed 


through each pontoon. Then the 
pontoons are flooded so 
they'll 
sink to the level of the submarine. 
Divers secure them in position in 
pairs on either side of the sub- 
marine so that the craft rests on 
a cradle of chains suspended be- 
tween the pontoons. 


When' everything is ready, the 


pontoon valves are opened 
and 


compressed air is 
pumped into 


them through hoses from the sal- 
vage vessel to force the 
water 
out, so they'll rise. 


Air must be pumped at a uni- 


form rate into all pontoons so that 


they'll life the crippled sub on a 
fairly even keel. Buoyancy of the 
pontoons is kept under control so 
that the ascent will be slow. 


Helium Is Introduced 


The men working on the Squa- 


luse have more than a man-size 
job to do. In tho first place they 
move in an "atmosphere" whose 
pressure is seven times 
greater 


than that on land. Wherever they 
move they not only drag along 
that length of air hose that pumps 
life to them from 
the surface, 


but they also must drag the life 
line, the length of rope on which 
they are lowered and raised and 
over which they tug signals to the 
crew above in case their telephone 
gets out of commission. 


On the Squalus operations, for 
the first time In 
Navy 
rescue 


work, divers will breathe oxygen 
into which some helium has been 
mixed. The helium not only will 
diminish their chance of being 
seized with the "bends" when they 
ascend, but It also willhelp keep 
their head clear. Before the use 
of helium, divers working at great 
depths grew groggy.

"There now exists a situation 


wherein the legislative branch of 
the government Is subject to In- 
fluences contrary to the best in- 
tertsts of the government," the 
resolution said. 


Hill proposed that committee- 


men examine the

counts, vouchers and hotel bills 
of all lobby groups with the aid 
of the attorney general's depart- 
men and state police.

"I have frequently taken 
tricks from the table, the carda 
of which were so wet as to be al- 
most nauseating. 
If your expos- 
ure of this disgusting and offen- 
sive habit could cure some of the 
offenders, I, for one, would 
be 


most grateful." 
This Is a very unpleasant habit, 
and one which I have observed oc- 
casionally. 
Not only is it bad 
manners, but it Is also 
injurious 
to the fabric of which the carda 
are made. And often people will 
wet the thumb to look up a tele- 
phone number In a public book. 
This is most unhealthful, to say 
the 
lcast*-bccause all kinds of 
people have handled that book 
before. But, really, if this "thumb- 
wetting" is one of your faults, do 
stop it; and have one of the fam- 
ily remind you each time to fall 
back, until you are completely 
broken of the habit. 
Mrs. J. P. wrote in for the Re- 
ducing Diet Outline, and also ask- 
ed the question about "what ef- 
fect fruit has on one's gaining 
weight." The sweeter fruits, such 
as figs, dates, ralsons and banan- 


peaches, pears, and the other sub- 
acid fruits. 


Of course, fruit should always 


bo taken unsweetened. If it is ripe 
and that is the only kind of fruit 
to choose, there Is sufficient quan- 
tity of fruit sugar present to 
make it delicious without the ad- 
dition of sugar. Acid fruits with- 
out sugar added are alkaline-form- 
ing; but when you add sugar you 
add an acid-forming element which 
decreases the value of the food.

Mr. Davis said that the United 
States was

other nation in the world. At this 
point the speaker told of a recent 
review, which showed that over 
five million young men and wo- 
men were out of work, and ho said 
that not all of them were out 
through the lack of opportunity 
but many because they were not 
prepared to tako advantage of it. 
"You members of the graduating 
class are concerned with making 
an opportunity to succeed, you are 
well prepared and America will see 
that you get that chance" he said. 


Life at its best was described 
by Mr. Davis as a useful, happy 
life and- he said that the choice 
of work made little difference, but 
he added the way you do it does 
The Clam Boll.

ed in salute today from 
gray naval ships anchored 
16 miles off this port and, 
from a coast guard air- 
plane, flowers floated to the 
surface of the slate-gray 
sea as an "In memoriam" tribute 
to the 26 men entombed in the 
sunken submarine Squalus. 
As the first of the 21-guna thun- 
dered abbve the Squalus from the 
cruiser Brooklyn and the destroy- 
er Semmes, the ensigns 
of 
the 


fleet of salvage crn,ft were drop- 
ped to half mast. More than a 
thousand officers and men aboard 
the vessels paused in their tasks 
,to observe the navy's traditional 
memorial day tribute to Its dead. 
Later a moving scene was entct- 
ed In the chapel of the Portsmouth 
navy yard as relatives of the dead 
aboard the Squalus gathered with 
the 33 
survivors 
in 
memorial 
services. 
Captain Pays Tribune 
' Commander Albert 
E. 
Stone, 
chaplain at the navy yard, paid 
tribute to the 26 who were lost, de- 
claring that, in dying with "every 
man at his appointed station," they 
proved their "willingness to make 
tthe supreme sacrifice for 
each 
other.' 
; " 'In the best tradition of the 
navy,' simply describes both the 
manner of their going and the 
manner in which you who were 
jroscued carried out your assigned 
.tasks," said the chaplain. 
, " 'Greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down his life 
-for his f-i— •»-• And that love had 
lull expression." 
Kouj-.i \,-,,._ nad temporarily in- 


terrupted the work of 
salvaging 
the $4,000,000 
submarine, which 
sank Just a week1 ago today, and 
the bitter cold of the deep water 
'had forced technicians to devise 
plans for moving it to a shallower 
and warmer spot. 
. While the 21 guns, fired at In- 
<ternals of a minute, sounded from 
:the Brookly and the Semmes, they 
rwere echoed by a similar salute 
.from Artillery at the Portsmouth 
navy yard. With the last gun, the 
•ships flags once more were raised 
to full mast. 
' George J. Bates, Massachusetts 
'representative In congress 
and 


member of the . house naval af- 
fairs committee, flew above the 
salvage scene with Chief Yeoman 
Emlle De Rouln of the 
Ports- 
mouth navy yard and dropped two 
floral wreaths, and a spray of 
flowers, on behalf of the naval af- 
fairs committee. 


De Rouin was chosen to accom- 
pany Bates because 
he repre- 
sented the highest rank held by a 
navl enlisted man and because he 
was acquainted personally with 
all members of the Squalus' crew. 
Meanwhile, the Squalus'. sister 


ship Sculpln, which had returned 
to the Portsmouth navy yard yes- 
terday after a week at the sal- 
vage scene, sailed once more to 
Join the other craft—her colors 
lowered to half mast. 


Ashore, the 33 survivors 
'at- 


tended memorial services at Ports- 
mouth navy yard for the com- 
rades who died in flooded after 
compartments when the Squalus 
went down in 40 fathoms a week 
ago today. 


The Portsmouth navy 
yard's 


little hillside cemetery, which lies 
within the borders of Kittery, Me., 
was visited as usual by the town's 
war veterans, boy and girl scouts 
and a detachment of marines, pay- 
ing their memorial day tributes 
to the dead in the town's burial 
grounds. 


Commander A. E. Stone, navy 
yard chaplain, without 
directly 


mentioning those who died In the 
submarine disaster, said, 
"only 
this past week, members of our 
naval family gave their lives in 
the line of dlty. We grieve for 
them and feel a deep sorrow, but 
wo have every reason to be proud 
of the fact that they lived and 
dlcl In the best traditions of the 
navy and of our great nation to 
which we must rededlcate our- 
selves." 
For one man there was another 
lonely tribute. Miss Ruth Desau- 
tel, 20, of Dover, N. H., cast a 
wreath on the water at the scene 
of the disaster 
in memory 
of 
Sherman Shirley of Little Rock, 
Ark., the man whom she was to 
have been married Sunday. 
For the more than three-score 
divers was no respite. Under the 
new plan of operations, which en- 
tails moving the sunken Squalus 
to shallower and warmer water 
with the aid of pontoons, "the 
divers struggled to put chains un- 
der the flooded after section to 
which pontoons could be attached. 


FORT WORTH, May 30.—OT— 
Tragedy, says Elliott 
Roosevelt, 
has been the basis of a major por- 
tion of the learning of the world. 
Speaking over the radio last 
night he said It Is time to "start 
looking at the Squalus disaster 
from an angle other than tragedy." 
He declared no time should be 
lost In digging out 
every 
fact 
available as to the cause of the 
disaster of the submarine so that 
"such facts might serve as a ba- 
sis for the saving of many lives 
in the future."

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NEW INVESTIGATION 
GAS-TAX EVASION IS 


ORDEREDJY HOUSE 


AUTHOR RESOLUTION SAYS 
LOOPHOLES COSTING FROM 
5 TO 6 MILLIONS YEAH 


AUSTIN, May 31.—(flV-A legis- 
lative investigation of possible tax 
evasions, particularly evasions of 
the gasoline tax, was ordered over- 
whelmingly today by the house 
of representatives. 


Rep. E. Alsup of Carthage, who 
introduced the Investigation, con- 
tended tax loopholes were costing 
the state between five and six mil- 
lion dollars a year. His proposal 
called for an Investigating com- 
mittee of three house members to 
be appointed by Speaker R. Em- 
mett Morse. 
The inquisitors were Instructed 
"to make a detailed examination 
of all revenue statutes 
of this 
stale and of their operation to 
the end that legislation may be 
recommended to eliminate or min- 
imize evasions, discriminations and 
dellnquences." They were author- 
ized to spend up to $1,000 
and 
meet anywhere in the state. 
Reps. A. B. Tarwater of Plain- 


view and C. L, Harris of Spur 
headed the opposition to the pro- 
posal. 
"If more people are getting gas- 
oline tax refunds than should be, 
lets' give the comptroller's de- 
partment additional money and it 
can make a thorough examination 
of all claims," said T-arwater. "1 
don't think there Is any appreci- 
able evasion of the gasoline tax. 
In my county, the use of gasoline 
to pump irrigation wells and for 
the other non-highway purposes 
has increased immensely In the 
last three years." 
Texans are not required to pay 
a tax on gasoline which is used 
for purposes other than travel on 
highways and streets. 
Although the Alsup resolution 


dealt mainly with gasoline tax re- 
funds, it stated, "simlar evasions 
are occurring throughout the field 
of production, gross receipts and 
occupation taxes."
